We reprint elsewhere an editorial from last 
Sunday’s 7ribune, 


attacking our suggestion as

cal party,’’ and dissenting from the view that 
such a first step will be better than nothing. We 
trust that the consistent record of the Pus- 


LISHERS WEEKLY since its beginning on the 
subject of international copyright is a sufficient 
answer to the insinuation the 77idune chooses to 
make. But we will again expressly say that we 
should heartily rejoice at the passage of the 
Dorsheimer bill, in which, as is shown by the 
replies in the WEEKLY of March 31, we are 
upheld by the great body of the trade, and that 
our support for that measure, or for any reason- 
‘‘ first step’’ toward international copyright, 
will never be lacking. As to whether a modifi- 
cation of that bill is desirable, if the original bill 
isnot likely to be passed, that is a matter on 
which opinions may fairly differ, but we fail to 
see why the 7ridune should call names when- 


ever it touches matters connected with pub- 
lishers.

We fail to see also why ‘‘an international copy- 
right law with the manufacturing clause attach- 
ed to it is nothing but an arrangement for pro- 
tecting one pirate against all rival pirates.” 
Under any international copyright, or any kind 
of legal arrangement, the oldest and best known 
houses would undoubtedly have a certain advan- 
tage, as they have for the same reason an ad- 
vantage in the domestic market. Inthe same 
way an old and well-known author has an advan- 
lage over new-comers, though the generally ac- 
cepted American system of ten per cent royalty 
on sales operates in a most happy way to give 
young authors their fair chance if the public will 
only buy their books. Nevertheless younger 
houses have made their way into the book busi- 
ness, and by showing enterprise and vigor where 
older houses have relapsed into a natural con- 
servatism, have made the latter look to their 

We cannot see that the manufacturing 
clause bears specially upon this point. 
In behalf of authors, publishers, and public, we 
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desire to see an international copyright law pass- 
ed. We would like to see a better law than the 
Dorsheimer bill passed. If that can’t be had, 
we should like to see the Dorsheimer bill pass- 
ed. If that must be restricted, we should like 
to see a bill with a manufacturing clause passed. 
And we regret to see any obstruction against 
legislation of some sort, and still more any 
abuse of those willing to work in the direction 
of such legislation. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
THE DORSHEIMER COPYRIGHT BILL. 
From the N. Y. Tribune, May 18. 

THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY proposes that the 
authors and other friends of an honest copyright 
law, who have been supporting the Dorsheimer 
bill, should abandon their resistance to ‘‘a 
moderate manufacturing clause,’’ and consent 
to an amendment confining the benefits of in- 
ternational copyright to books printed in this 
country. The reason assigned for recommend- 
ing this surrender is that certain traders in 
Philadelphia and elsewhere are so hotly opposed 
to giving a foreigner his own property unless 
they can first make something out of it, and 
that the vested interest in literary piracy is so 
strongly represented in Congress, that “ ex- 
treme views’’ are not at present likely to be 
adopted. Let the authors be reasonable, there- 
fore, says the WEEKLY, and take what they can 
get. Hereafter they can ask more. 

We hope that no friend of international copy- 
right, of fair play, of international justice, will 
assent to any such proposal. The scheme of 
amendment now brought forward is what we 
have been expecting, ever since Mr. Dorsheim- 
er’'s measure was introduced. We have been 
expecting it as as atrick of the piratical party 
to turn to their own advantage a bill intended 
to remove a grave reproach from our country 
and to give authors their plain rights. An in- 
ternational copyright law with the manufactur- 
ing clause attached to it is nothing but an ar- 
rangement for protecting one pirate against all 
rival pirates. The United States has no reason 
for engaging in any such enterprise. It is bet- 
ter that piracy should not be protected. Let the 
unauthorized reprinters cut one another’s throat, 
and by and by honest authors may come to 
their own. For this reason, among others, we 
wish to see no half-way delusive reform. We 
dissent entirely from the opinion of THE Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY that the “‘ first step ’’ which it 
advises will be better than nothing, and will not 
interfere with something more valuable hereaf- 
ter. This proposed ‘‘first step’’ is a step in 
the wrong direction ; and if it is taken we shall 
have to begin the reform all over again with 
fresh obstacles against us. We shall create a 
new class of vested interests opposed to a true 
international copyright and increase the disincli- 
nation of the average Congressman to bother 
himself about a business which apparently does 
not touch politics. What is more, we shall 
give a quasi-sanction to piracy by statute. The 
worst that can be said of American law now is 
that it will not interfere to prevent a palpable 
wrong. But the moment it decrees that a 
wrong shall be treated as a wrong only under 
certain arbitrary conditions, it becomes an ac- 
complice in the injustice, 
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The demand for international copyright is 
treated as a claim for authors. It is the claim 
if all men who love and understand jus- 
tice, and are sensitive about national honor. 
We trust that there will be no compromise, no 
surrender, no faint-heartedness. If the Dors- 
heimer bill can be passed at this session, we 
shall rejoice. If it cannot, at least let us keep 
ourselves in a condition to try again, and the 
discussion of the past winter will not have been 
thrown away. This seems to be a case in 
which no bread is better than half a loaf. 





A TRIBUTE TO FREDERICK LEYPOLDT. 
From the London Bookseller, May 3. 


Ir is with very deep regret we find our- 
selves called upon to announce the untimely 
death of our mostablecontemporary. Although 
Mr. Leypoldt was not the actual founder of 
trade bibliography in the United States, he 
succeeded, in spite of many difficulties, in 
bringing it to a state of perfection enormously 
beyond the point at which he foundit. . . . The 
crowning effect of his industry was the issue, 
in two quarto volumes of nearly 1500 pages, 
of “The American Catalogue.’’ This is the 
most enduring monument to Mr. Leypoldt’s 
memory. It is unquestionably the finest trade 
catalogue ever published in English or any 
other language. In completeness both of matter 
and of arrangement, it is superior to any work 
of the kind with which we are acquainted, and 
yet this bibliographical chef d’a@uvre yielded its 
projector nothing. ‘‘I am just saved from 
actual loss ; but that is all,’’ said Mr. Leypoldt, 
in a letter we received a year or two ago. 
Much more of Mr. Leypoldt’s work was equally 
unremunerative. His PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, al- 
though most ably conducted, and the accepted 
organ of the American trade, struggled on for 
years without gettimg anything like the support 
it deserved and ought to have received. But 
even if it were the least profitable, Mr. Leypoldt 
never relaxed his efforts to make it the best 
journal of its kind, and was content to hope 
that sooner or later his efforts would be reward- 
ed. Substantial prosperity did come at last, 
but it was not destined that he should live long 
to enjoy it. Mr. Leypoldt had many friends, 
and we doubt if he had an enemy. He was 
singularly modest, and was always more ready 
to proclaim the merits of others than to assert 
his own. He had a most fastidious sense of 
honor in all his business relations, and to the 
many expressions of regard called forth in the 
United States by the announcement of his 
death, we can add our own testimony to the 
worth of his accomplishments as a bibliographer, 
and to the merits of his private character. 

In appearance, Mr. Leypoldt was the last 
person anybody would take for a studious bib- 
liographer. We well remember our own in- 
credulity when we first saw him. A slightly 
built man, scrupulously neat in his attire, who 
looked at us out of a pair of dark, lustrous eyes, 
and whose manner, at once gentle and vivacious, 
suggested anything but a disciple of Querard. 
The bright, intelligent look, and the quickly- 
changing, mobile features might have been 
those of a poet or a musician. Mr. Leypoldt 
was in fact both, but, like many other men, his 
path in life turned in a different direction to 
that toward which his early aspirations pointed.

WILLIAM RADDE, senior member of the firm 
of Radde & Son, died at his residence on the Igth 
inst. He was bornin Berlin, September 27, 1800, 
and came to this city in 1833. His trade was 
that of a printer, and he served in that capacity 
in Paris and London. Radde, shortly after he 
arrived here, entered the drug business, and 
manufactured and sold the first homoeopathic 
medicines in this country. In connection with 
this, he published a large list of homceopathic 
publications and other literature, principally re- 
prints of the standard German chap-books, or 
Raubergeschichten. Of late years Mr. Radde 
has not been actively engaged in the book busi- 
ness.
